SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (JP)—To those who may still 


feel that “working with the hands” is not “befitting” a 
“fine” person, it may seem odd to find an American 
born, college-educated man who is a “cobbler.” 

Thomas Levine, easy going Texan-by-adoption, 
owner of some half-dozen boot (Western style) and re- 
pair shops, president of the Southwest Region of the 
Zionist Organization of America, vice president of the 
Community Center, on the board of nearly every Jew- 
ish organization in San Antonio, member of the 
Masons, 32nd Degree Scottish Rite, and Shrine Master 
of the 23rd in Scottish Rite, refutes this old theory. 

His parents, pious folks from Poland, though living 
in a small mid-western community that had _ neither 
shul nor heder, instilled in their children a love for reli- 
gious learning and living. Even today, Tommy derives 
his inspiration for the day’s activity by attending 
services at the synagogue each morning. 

If he has any superstition he could say that a near- 
tragic incident occurring in his youth was an omen that 
has prompted him to devote part of his life to Jewish 
causes and ideals. While working a distance from home 
during the summer vacation, Tommy had his noon meal 
brought to him by his brother, for he refused to eat 
trefah. One day, for,some reason his brother did not 
come, and Tommy continued working without his din- 
ner. While helping the truck driver deliver an order to 
a park concession, he met with an accident that crushed 
his chest and broke several bones. 

“The doctor said I'd have died if I had eaten heavily 
that day. My stomach was practically empty. All I had 
ihat morning was a malted milk.” 

Certainly Tommy’s father, a cobbler, did not want 
his son to enter the trade. Like most European fathers 
who came to the U. S. and here wanted their children 
to be “better” than themselves, he encouraged the boy 
to go to school, to seek a learned profession, And 
Tommy studied accountancy.

The Coalition In Israel 


TE almost universal acclaim with which the 

news of the formation of a coalition be- 
tween the dominant political party in Israel, 
Mapai, which is socialist, and the General Zionists, 
which is capitalist, has been received, indicates 
the fundamental desirability of substantial, even 
radical changes in the government of Israel. 

The reforms outlined in the agreement be- 
tween the two parties are so benificent, and so 
Jong overdue, that hardly anyone could or has 
taken exception to them. 

Such important developments as reorganiza- 
tion of the school system, reforms in civil service, 
extension of free enterprise, stabilization of the 
system of government and so on were so obvious 
that no particular credit would be due to either 
of the contracting parties for agreeing to insti- 
tute them, 

But whereas, in the economic realm particular- 
ly, the changes were always part of the program 
of the General Zionists, their acceptance by the 


Survey L’ke This Should Be 


JE figures published by The Catholic Digest 

on a survey made by a reliable polling firm, 
which show that only 44 percent of the Jews in 
the United States attend services at least once a 
year, only confirm information pretty generally 
known in the Jewish community. 

The same poll (JP, Dec. 19, 1952) showed that 
only 12 percent of the Jews of the U. S. attend 
services regularly every week. This figure seems 
high, but probably is accurate too.

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FREEDOM OF THE PRESS 
BAD JOURNALISM SEEN IN POST 
STORIES ON COUNCIL FOR JUDAISM 


@Editor, Jewish Post: 

I was delighted to see your ad 
jn The N. Y. Times as the leading 
national Anglo-Jewish publica- 
tion, and I think it has come 
through tireless effort on your 
part which has resulted in suffi- 
cient advertising to permit you 
to do the work you are doing. 

However, it has been said it is 
more difficult to stay on top 
than to get there, and I do be- 
lieve that you are anxious to 
perpetuate the fine traditions of 
the Fourth Estate. With that in 
mind it is difficult for me to rec- 
oncile your repeated blasts at the 
Council, and frequently your 
setting up straw men to knock 
down. I have never felt that it 
was quite within the tradition of 
fine journalism to editoralize 
news columns, something you al- 
ways do with reference to the 
American Council for Judaism. 

It is further difficult for me to 
understand how in your issue of 
Friday, Nov. 28, in which you re- 
port: “A. J. Committee to shun 
Council friendship bid,” you give 
this article a N. Y. dateline with-

veiled article in that it - leaves one 
in a quandary as to whether this 
so-called “spokesman” was 
speaking officially for the Ameti- 
can Jewish Committee or wheth- 
er it was a curbstone opinion of 
his, but regardless of whether 
it was his own opinion or an of- 
ficial statement on the part of the 
Committee, certainly his name 
should be mentioned if you take 
time to mention Mr. Rosenwald’s 
name.

To Observe Mitzvot?

This summer I had the pleas- 
ure of attending the Institute at 
Wildacres, North Carolina, com- 
posed of Rabbi Bokser, Ben Ep- 
stein and Ludwig Lewisohn... 
At no time during these three 
days did Lewisohn comment on 
or criticize Epstein, ADL or Rab- 
bi Bokser.

WRITER ‘AMAZED’ BY MEYER LEVIN'S

I was thumbing through the 
Nov. 12 issue of The Post when 
I turned to page 10 and was 
stopped by the book review by 
Meyer Levin. 

I am an admirer and constant 
reader of Meyer Levin’s very sen- 
sitive and very fine writing. 
However, I must confess that my 
esteem for him does not carry

Mr. Tonkon’s short sketch of 
journalistic practices involving 
the Committee spokesman who 
provided me with the Commit- 
tee’s reaction to Mr. Rosenwald’s 
statement seems to fall into the 
second category. I do not, for ex- 
ample, understand what Mr. Ton- 
kon means by complaining that 
the article was given a N. Y. 

No stor- 
ies in The National Jewish Post, 
or Time magazine or any other 
major newsweekly I know about 
carry dates. 


The complaint that the Com- 
mittee spokeman should have 
been identified because Mr. Ros- 
enwald was identified has, as far 
as I can judge, no basis in logic 
of newspaper practices. 

When Mr. Tonkon contends 
that quoting a spokesman with- 


out mentioning his name is a 
case of “wholly transcending 
the basic concepts of good re- 
porting and journalism,” I can 
only reply in all respect that Mr. 
Tonkon has reared back and cre- 
ated a wholly new concept in 
America journalism. The practice 
is so deeply established in Amer- 
ican journalism that one is com- 
pelled to wonder how Mr. Ton- 
kon could think otherwise. 

I have, as a matter of fact, 
frequently used this technique 
in reporting on developments in 
the Council and I have observed 
no similar complaint from Mr. 
Tonkon in such cases. Indeed, my 
recent story concerning the 
background of how Time maga- 
zine came to do its Nov. 3 story 
on the Council quoted a spokes- 
man for Time, at the express re- 
quest of my source in that fairly
